A t the noon hour Mr. Cannon 
informed the D e m o c r a t that the

Day, when everything will be as 
free as the air we breathe. 
“ The programme has not been 
made out in detail yet,” said Mr. 
Cannon, “ but you can announce 
that it will include a tham battle 
by Co. ‘D ,’ Second regiment, N.

L o n d o n , June 2 2 ,— Perhaps the

Chinese situation last night was 
disclosed by advices from W ash- 
ington. 
It relates to the bombard­ 
ment of Tien Tsin. 
The latest s:ory from that point, 
prior to Admiral Kempff’s an­ 
nouncement of the city’s bombard­ 
ment, was the report that a strong 
force of Russians had repulsed a 
great horde of Boxers, killing 300 
of them. 
Admiral Kempff’* mes­ 
sage would indicate that the fight­ 
ing has been continued. 
America is to the fore in other 
phases of the Chinese situation. 
Though it appears that no Amer­ 
ican warship participated in the 
battle of Taku, it develops that the 
gunboat 
Monocacy, 
while 
the 
struggle with the forts at Taku 
was in progress, was having a fight 
of its own on the Pei Ho river and 
was shot through the bows. 
The 
vessel seems to have successfully 
repulsed an attack made by hostile 
forces on the banks of the river. 
The situation in China continues 
most serious, since there has been 
no communication with the lega­ 
tions at Pekin for nine days, nor 
for a week with the admiral com­ 
manding the relief force. 
Chinese 
reports from the capital are reas­ 
suring, but there will be anxiety in 
every European foreign office until 
there is definite information that 
the legations are safe; that the re- 
dief column has arrived at the capi­ 
tal, and that order is restored in 
Tien Tsin. 
The admirals of the allied pow­ 
ers have proclaimed their inten­ 
tion of making war only on the 
Boxers who may persist in oppos­ 
ing the march of the marines to 
Pekin. 
They will order an ad­ 
vance to Tien Tsin from Taku as 
soon as they have a 
sufficient 
force. 
Rumor mongers have been busy 
on the seaboard and at foreign 
capitals, and especially active in 
Yokohama, where it has been re­ 
ported that all the ministers at Pe­ 
kin have been killed and that A d ­ 
miral Seymour is dead. 
These rumors are as untrust 
worthy as the stories about Sey­ 
mour’s five battles on the way to 
Pekin. 
The only certainty seems 
to be the continuance of the fight­ 
ing near Tien Tsin, but there is an 
increasing probability that the le­ 
gations are safe and that the ma­ 
rines are in Pekin.

The Seneca Indians are holding 
their annual strawberry dance in 
the hills in the Seneca nation,twen­ 
ty-five miles east of Vinita, I, T. 
The Seneca Indian chief called 
the council together some time ago 
and it was decided to hold the an­ 
nual dance, 
notwithstanding the 
fact that the strawberry crop was 
almost a failure. 
The members of 
the tribe upon this occasion met 
under a large shed where the an­ 
nual green corn dance is held and 
engaged in a dance for the night. 
Dewberries were substituted this 
year for strawberries. 
A t a late hour the dewberries 
were passed around to each mem­ 
ber of the tribe. 
The soup was in 
a large kettle, and as the waiter 
came around to each Indian, he 
would take a dipperful of the soup 
and drink it, and then the kettle 
was passed on to the next Indian, 
and in this manner continued until 
all had drunk their fill, and then, 
after another round at dancing, 
under the shed, the Indians dis­ 
persed for their homes. 
During the dancing the Indians 
wear leggings, on which are fast­ 
ened deer toes, panther claws and 
other things to make a noise, and 
they keep step to the beating of a 
small kettle drum. The next dance 
will be the annual green 
corn 
dance, which is now billed to occur 
on August 15.

Ordinance Ko. 3 9 7. 
An ordinance fixing the number 
and the salaries of the regular 
police oflicers of this city. 
Be it enacted by the council of the 
city of Sedalia, Missouri, as fol- 
lows : 
S e c . 
I. 
At the 
first regular 
meeting of the council after an an* 
nual election in each year the 
mayor shall, with the consent and 
approval of a majority of the mem­ 
bers elected to the city council, ap­ 
point at least seven regular police­ 
men, provided that the mayor shall 
in cases of emergency have power 
to appoint such a number of extra 
policemen as the exigencies of the 
case may require. 
S e c . 2. 
E a c h regular policeman 


shall receive a salary of seven hun­ 
dred and tw e n t y dollars per annum. 
S e c . 3 
There being now but 
six regular policemen provided for 
by the ordinances of this city, the 
mayor shall, at the first regular 
meeting of the council, after the 
passage of this ordinance, appoint 
one regular policeman in the man­ 
ner herein provided for the ap­ 
pointment of regular policemen.

NOT PATKOJNIZING HOME. 


Truck Kaisers Threaten to Retaliate 
By Sending Abroad for What 
They Have to Buy. 


To ihe Edito r o f the D em ocrat. 
Every now and then there is a 
good deal of talk and home spas­ 
modic effort of doing something 
for the general prosperity of our 
people and building up Sedalia. 
The 
newspapers 
have 
certainly 
been loyal to city and count}", and 
their policy has been to show that 
the prosperity of the farmer and 
“ the man with the hoe” will nat­ 
urally bring about the prosperity 
of the city merchant. 
If this is accepted as a basic 
principle leading to general pros­ 
perity, that the laborer and pro­ 
ducer must have a satisfactory or 
equitable return for his labor, some 
Sedalia merchants have lost sight 
ot it, and are pursuing a different 
policy, which has already aroused 
discontent 
among a class which 
Sedalia can 
hardly do without, 
and I speak of “ the gardeners and 
small truck farmers. ” 
It has come to my knowledge 
that a movement is started among 
that 
class to give 
Sedalia mer­ 
chants an object lesson by their 
clubbing together 
and 
sending 
aw ay for all their supplies to Kan- 
v^as City or other large city, where 
they could obtain goods at much 
less 
cost 
than 
from 
local 
mer­ 
chants. 
The reason ot this action is be­ 
cause the grocerymen of Sedalia, 
who handle nearly all the small 
fruit and garden truck 
supplied 
our citizens, have, with peculiar 
shortsightedness, given orders in 
advance to a local shipping house, 
whereby the local market has been 
fully supplied with Texas and A r ­ 
kansas vegetables, just at the time 
when the local producer has gener­ 
ally been able for a week or two 
each season to get good prices for 
his early raised and freshly gath­ 
ered truck. 
For this 
purpose he has toiled 
early and late, and has looked for­ 
ward with pleasurable anticipation 
to the time when he could bring in 
fine fresh produce and obtain some­ 
thing near the prices which Texas 
and Arkansas products were being 
sold for in the local market. 
This season, however, by an un­ 
wise combination 
between 
mer­ 
chants and shipper, “ the man with 
the hoe” has been made to suffer, 
and when he was ready to bring 
in his well grown and well flavored 
early potatoes, cabbage, etc. , prices 
were suddenly dropped fifty per 
cent in one day. 
W e truckmen believe there was 
no necessity to do this any more 
than there is necessity at any time 
of the year to ship in cheap labor 
when twenty-five per cent of the 
local laboring men are unemployed. 
W e talk and write about patron­ 
izing home merchants and building 
up home industries, and keeping 
money in circulation at home, and 
here, with one of the principal in­ 
dustries that our county has to rely 
on for general employment, and 
strengthening values of real estate, 
our merchants are the first to for­ 
get all about that pretty song. 
The best or worst of it is, they 
don’t make anything by it, for, 
although they bring down the price 
of home-grown garden truck, they 
simply realize their profit of 20 or 
25 per cent upon say, 50 cents per 
bushel, instead of upon 80 cents, 
which the householder, 
however 
economical, is generally willing to 
pay for fresh home-grown product. 
O f course I am on the side of 
“ the man with the hoe, ” and if it 
is decided to send away for all sup­ 
plies, I shall be one with them. 
But I did not attend their meeting 
and knew nothing of it until it was 
over. 
In the interests of Sedalia and 
the g eneral welfare o f o ur peo ple, 
I hav e said, “ if there is a wro ng 
do ne any class, a candid statement

A n ordinance providing for an ad 
valorem 
tax 
on all dramshop 
keepers doing 
business in the 
C ity of Sedalia, Missouri. 
Be it enacted by the council of 
the City of Sedalia, Missouri, as 
follow s;

plying for a license to keep a dram­
